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MEMORANDUM OF CONVERSATION 


Najib Bey stated that he thought that Haj charges were far 
too high.

In following up the information which you obtained 
from M. Deprecourt regarding Hajjis from Siam who had 
arrived in Jidda with pound drafts of $162 and £48 re- 
spectively Iohavevgathered the following information 
from Mr, Peter Von Borsted and Mr. Hugh-Jones, The ine 
formation obtained from both sources was identical, 


First of all, there is no problem involved so far as 
the Saudi Arabian Government is concerned in those coun- 
tries or situations wherein local banks or local Saudi 
Arabian diplomatic missions handle the collection and trans- 
mission of Haj dues in block, This eliminates from the 
picture the African and Middle Eastern (including Turkey) 
countries, and India and Pakistan, To a limited degree 
also Indonesia is not involved in this problem, 


In VWalaya, Siam and to a limited degree Indonesia 
(including Java) the problem arises only because in terms 
of the old Haj regulations these countries were granted 
the privelege of paying a flat fee (about £20) for accom 
modations in Mecca, In the case of Malayans and Siamese, 
the Hajji was given two drafts, one for #48 payable to 
the Saudi Arabian Government, which was intended to cover 
the Ha} tax and mitawif fee (%28) plus the Mecca accommodas 
tions fee of £20, The other draft was made out for a mini- 
mun of 867} or a maximun of 8205 and was for personal ex- 
penses, The latter draft was always made payable to the 
pilgrim in Saudi Arabia only (I do not understand why there 
should be any difficulty with respect to the larger draft 
mentioned in your memorandum), The real difficulty during 
the forepart of this year evolves since many Malayan and 
Siamese Hajjis had already purchased their £48 draft before 
word of the remission of the Haj tax reached them. These 
Majjis will suffer only to the extent that the 848 included 
amounts which were to be paid for mtawif and vecca accommoe 
dations (approximately L28). Since they cannot locally 
cash the £48 draft without endorsement of SAG, they will 
be forced to pay mutawif and Mecca accommodations fees out 
of their personal money (the §67}--8205 draft).

Many steps have been taken by the British Embassy and 
the NTS to alleviate the affects of the sudden action of 
the Saudi Arabian Government upon those pilgrims already 
departed from Nalaya and Siam, I understand that two boat 
loads of Malayans already arrived in Jidda turned in some 
1800 drafts to the Haj officials, These drafts were pre- 
sented to Najib Bey Salha before he left town, but were not 
endorsed by him since he was awaiting instructions from the 
governments concerned as to the intended disposition of the 
proceeds after endorsement. Word has been received from the 
Malayan Government that these 1800 drafts (%48 each) should 
be endorsed over to the pilgrim in their entirety and should 
be honored and paid locally in Saudi Arabia, At this point, 
however, no Government official has seen fit to actually pere 
form the task of endorsing these drafts. Presumably, however, 
these Malayan pilgrims were required to pay out of their 
personal funds the mitawif fees and Mecca accommodation fees 
and may be rather hard up if they cannot receive their refund 
fairly promptly. 


One ship load of Siamese (the group referred to by 
Deprecourt) arrived in port with their §46 drafts payable 
to the Saudi Arabian Government. The Haj Department had 
abandoned its effort to pick up any of these drafts, hence 
the pilgrims--faced with the necessity of paying mitawif 
and Mecca fees--attempted to cash their drafts at the local 
banks and perhaps money changing establishments. Von Borsted 
tells me that the Siamese Government is going to send a repre- 
sentative to Mecca to pick up and convert the drafts remaine 
ing in the hands of these pilgrims. 


Von Borsted tells me also that two Malayan ships out of 
the three estimated to be on the high seas at the moment were 
dispatched by the Agricultural Bank in Bangkok and that Bank 
is sending a representative to arrange for handling the drafts 
in possession of these two ship loads of Malayans. He does 
not know what arrangements, if any, have been made regarding 
the third ship load. 


In the case of the Indonesians (Javanese) there will 
be a problem only with regard to drafts made payable to the 
Saudi Arabian Government for Mecca accommodations (820). 
Collections for pilgrimage fees and mutawif (828) were hande 
led in block by the NTS and did not affect the pilgrim's 
cash on hand, Tt is understood that pilgrim leaders aboard 
ship (including the Javanese ship due in tomorrow) have been 
given authority to pick up these &20 drafts and convert them 
on behalf of the pilgrims. 


It was universally agreed by those interviewed that this 
problem would not be a continuing one except for isolated 
cases wherein Nalayan and Siamese pilgrims had purchased their 
drafts far in advance of their intended departure, They felt 
that it was inevitable that a confused situation would result 
from the very sudden remission of pilgrimage dues by the

I am inclined to the opinion that the problem, purely 
administrative, will promptly work itself out with the ac- 
tions already under way. There is no question of revenues 
or expenses to the Saudi Arabian Government involved and I

Guides' fees at Medina and houge rent for all Hajis of all 
nationalities will be based on terms set forth by them and the 
other party, 


Gaji's personal effects shall go through the customs without any 
customs duty; also it is allowed for a Haji to bring in 60 kilos 
of foodstuff exempted of customs duty, 


Hajis under no circumstances should bring in any commercial stuff, 
but if so attempted, any piece of sich commercial stuff must be 
manifested with the other cargo on board the ship, and all 
necessary customs duty must be paid therefor. 


If a lieji failed to manifost such commercial stuff, 1t shell be 
considered es smuggled and shall be charged with double the 
customs duty according to the customs regulations, besides the 
delay caused to the haji in passing through, 


If a liaji hed peid the Hej tax outside Saudi Arabia and died in 
Saudi Arebia the tax will not be reimbursed to the Late's heirs 
and any claim to this effect will be disregarded, because once a 
Haji arrived into the country he 1s supposed to pay Haj tax, Also 
if a llaji arrived in the country and died before paying llaj tax, 
excluding fares, it shall be relmbursed from his bequest for the 
aforementioned reasons, 


Hlajis must see that their shelters are Pz perfectly sanitary at 
all times and they should see also thet they are not packed with 
excessive occupants, 


Rights are reserved only for the 4rabian lransportation Company to 
heul Hajis during Haj season, 


If a laji wished to travel from Jeddah to Mecca and then to Medina, 
he should buy a round trip ticket, Jeddehsliecca plus another round 
trip ticket, Joddaheliedina, 


The only permitted luggage that e Haji can take with him during 
his various visits between Mecca-ledina would be a suit ease, one 
earns, and a basket that should not welgh, all in all, more than 
32 kilos, 


Extre luggage should be hauled on some other means, vehicles or 
camels the fare for this extre ordinery transportation would be

(Conversation of Mr, Sayyid Alatas of the NTS with Mr, Stacy and 
Mr. Young). 


The Haj fee is £28 in the area of Indonesia, Pakistan and India, 
The procedure is for the governments only to issue passports to pile 
grims when the tax has been paid. In Indonesia the government col- 
lects the tax and remits it to NTS for account of SAG, In Pakistan 
and India the tax is paid to the NTS offices (Karachi, Chittagong, 
Calcutta and Bombay). Where SAG has a consul he will issue a visa 
when the tax has been paid, These governments limit the number of 
pilgrims because of exchange control, But because of the size of 
the Moslem population they feel obliged to permit a certain number 
of pilgrims to go. 


The ticket by sea or air includes payment of quarantine dues, 

The Arab Bank handles Haj payments for Syria, Lebanon, Trans 
Jordan, Iraq and Iran; and also for Turkish pilgrims who ordinarily 
pay in Syria, It charges the government an agreed commission, 

The Bank Misr takes care of the Egyptian pilgrims, The agency 
of the latter in Jidda is Hussein Queini, whose manager is 
Mr, Jarouchi, 


Last year there were about 100,000 pilgrims and the total rev- 
enue was about £3 million,
